Ore., .Tune 17.— Estimates 
of the loss of life by Sunday night’s 
cloudburst differ, but It is certain to 
reach 800. and may swell when all 
are accounted for. 
One hundred and 
fifty bodies have been burled, and it 
is 
known 
fifty are 
missing. 
Still 
others who are strangers in the town 
are supposed to be among the lost. 
People are coming here from all db i 
recti ms In wagons and on horseback 
and the work of recovering bodies and 
burying the dead Is proceeding as fast 
as possible. 
The most reliable estimates place 
the number of dead at .IOO. 
All day 
long help in the shape of provisions, 
blantets and men who have come to 
bury the dead and help restore order 
have poured in. 
The Oregon Railw ay 
and Navigation track was opened as 
far as Lexington, nine miles away, In 
the afternoon, and from now on the 
work of relief ran proceed more ex-
